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The Marina 


A nautical breakwater of three partially sunken 
lake freighters forms a seawall promenade for 
the Ontario Place Marina, one of the largest on 
the Great Lakes. In addition to slips for 320 boats 
of varied sizes up to 60 feet, there’s a visitors’ 
dock for sightseeing cruisers, a sailor's pub and 
seafood spots. 


Children’s Village 


This enchanting playland is designed for children 
only, and they love it. Adventures abound in 
Earth Box Crawl, Soda Fountain Mountain and 
Foam Swamp! There's a gaping lion's jaw to 
explore and a crazy caterpillar shop; a rubber 
forest and a giant trampoline. Whether sliding, 
jumping, climbing or just standing still, there’s 
no limit to these imaginative play areas. Most of 
the two-acre playground is covered by a bright 
orange canopy, so rain or shine, every day is 
Children’s Day at Ontario Place. 
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Picnic on the grass, pedal-boat through the 
canals, browse in a boutique, ride an open-air 
land train or stroll and people-watch along the 
arboured pathways... just enjoy Ontario Place 
from morning until after midnight — it’s yours.
